Hi Dan, 

We are again seeking your help in containing the expanding encampment on Tamarind Avenue. It started with 
one little tent last week and now has grown to 5 tents and some of them directly across our front gate and 
building. Yesterday, our electricity box was broken into (see attached photo) with the occupants of the big 
tent across our building as the main suspects. I didn't have the time to sit and review the camera for that day 
which I believe would not matter anyway if I attached a snapshot of the person who vandalized it. The point is, 
we are under siege and we are helpless and defenseless against the homeless population creeping into the 
little space we call our front yard. As I mentioned in my earlier email, bad things happen whenever these 
transients are camped out close to our building. And that is just the immediate threat we are facing. With the 
news of typhus scare affecting city hall employees, it made us realize that some of the building residents next 
to the encampment on Carlos Avenue and Tamarind Avenue may already be suffering from the disease 
without knowing it. I have recently received complaints from two residents of the presence of mice in their 
units. I have attached photos of dead rat/mouse to prove my case. This has never happened before and for 
the first time I had requested our pest control company for treatment and traps. Even roaches that can be 
seen crawling in and around our building are carriers of deadly diseases. These transients don't have toilets 
and trash bins and because no one is regulating the disposal of their waste they discard them in the most 
unhealthy way.The cul-de-sac area where the planters are located is probably serving as their toilet now - 
who's to stop them. 

So please, we are appealing to you and everyone out there who can help us. We will only feel safer if 
Tamarind Avenue remains tent free. Now that the rains have stopped, we hope you can do something to 
prevent it from getting worse than it already is.

It started with 
one little tent last week and now has grown to 5 tents and some of them directly across our front gate and 
building. Yesterday, our electricity box was broken into (see attached photo) with the occupants of the big 
tent across our building as the main suspects. I didn't have the time to sit and review the camera for that day 
which I believe would not matter anyway if I attached a snapshot of the person who vandalized it. The point is, 
we are under siege and we are helpless and defenseless against the homeless population creeping into the 
little space we call our front yard. As I mentioned in my earlier email, bad things happen whenever these 
transients are camped out close to our building. And that is just the immediate threat we are facing. With the 
news of typhus scare affecting city hall employees, it made us realize that some of the building residents next 
to the encampment on Carlos Avenue and Tamarind Avenue may already be suffering from the disease 
without knowing it. I have recently received complaints from two residents of the presence of mice in their 
units. I have attached photos of dead rat/mouse to prove my case. This has never happened before and for 
the first time I had requested our pest control company for treatment and traps. Even roaches that can be 
seen crawling in and around our building are carriers of deadly diseases. These transients don't have toilets 
and trash bins and because no one is regulating the disposal of their waste they discard them in the most 
unhealthy way.The cul-de-sac area where the planters are located is probably serving as their toilet now - 
who's to stop them. 

So please, we are appealing to you and everyone out there who can help us. We will only feel safer if 
Tamarind Avenue remains tent free. Now that the rains have stopped, we hope you can do something to 
prevent it from getting worse than it already is.

Leaving us stranded at the 
Venice Beach Skatepark with no transportation. His recommendation is to try and take a public bus and walk 
up to The Athens Park Gymnasium even know the rules say "No Walk-Ups Allowed". 

If possible could First To Serve & LAHSA find a way to transport us to Athens Park as with only one bus 
everyone is desperate and the Venice Skatepark Bus Waiting Area turns into a madhouse when folks are 
cutting in line and are not patient, - knowing they will be abandoned at The Venice Skatepark if they don't get 
on the one bus to Athens Park - like they did this past weekend when it rained outside... and Shelter guests 
had to find a place to sleep outside at Venice Beach illegally and The Santa Monica Public Library Court-Yard 
or take a public bus and walk up to The Athens Park Shelter...Does LAHSA have bus funding to help First To 
Serve purchase gas for 3 bus trips? - As First To Serve advertises on LAHSA's 2018-19 Winter Shelter Site that 
"all participants will be transported to an alternate location" when The National Guard needs the Armory for 
drills...

SLO Smith is following up with that homeless woman 
today. But, most of the problem is related to unattended grocery carts full of stuff, blankets 
and other items.

Following up on homeless encampment at 4500 block of Laurel Cyn near Campbell Hall under 
her 101 freeway on the west side of Laurel Cyn. This is the same homeless encampment that I 
reported last month and took about 2 weeks to get cleaned up and is already back with the 
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same folks growing in size each day as they set up "home" again. Like graffiti this is not a "one 
and done" your department has to be vigilant and committed to this issue and recognize the 
community decay and crime it helps drive. We have cleaned up over 100,000 incidents of 
graffiti in the area over the past 30 years because we are vigilant. As a result we have kept the 
area relatively cleaner than most but it takes considerable effort. We are doing our best to get 
the community out to Chief Moore's Town Hall with Krekorian and hope this will be an issue 
that is brought up. 

In the meantime please get the area cleaned up and stay vigilant do your best to advise these 
folks the area residents will not permit it and will keep reporting these encampments big and 
small. Chief Moore asked for a plan in response to my original December Email is there one? I 
don't think officers can simply ignore these sites when they drive by them daily. It seems if we 
don't report them nothing gets done. Another encampment at 11400 Riverside Dr under the 
170 freeway is an area that students have to walk going to the various schools. Area 
stakeholders like myself refuse to give up and do nothing. 

Don, FYI I followed up with retail management and leadership at Sephora (Gregg Ardizone) and 
Urban outfitter (Trish Donnelly) they are willing to try and do their part to help the community 
concerns as they need community support for their operations. However, they wont have 
their employees go to court on company time or put them in harms way. What exactly can 
they do to help?

Once again we are absolutely furious after yet another fruitless conversation with Matthew 
over at former Councilman Jose Huizar's office regarding the "Clover St. Meth Village". As usual 
our concerns and frustrations are met with pat answers such as, "We will look into that" or "We 
will follow up on that" or "We are working on a solution" or "We are waiting to hear back 

from_", (fill in the blank with the name of any other ineffectual or worse yet, 

disempowered city department that is slowly kicking the political hot potato up or down the 
hall). 


After OVER A YEAR OF CALLS AND EMAILS, we still haven't received any real help from the city 
that address actually stopping this problem on our street. There has been little progress AND 
NO LASTING RESULTS! 


The RV encampment is still here. Piles of rotting garbage, tarps and tents are still blocking 
public access on the sidewalks. 
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More piles of human shit daily and a pervasive stench of urine. More needles. More drug deals. 
More screaming. More violence and fighting, (now with pipes, 2x4's, machetes, chains etc). 
More trespassing. More theft from our property and our tenant's cars. More people 
complaining. More 911 calls. 

Now the power poles have been illegally tapped to distribute stolen power to the RV's and 
tents via a cobbled web of extension cords crossing the street and/or laying in water. What 
water isn't coming from the rain, is a result of the runoff from the fire hydrant that has been 
opened up to create a water manifold of garden hoses via a soda bottle jammed into it. We call 
LAFD Station 1 to come over and recap the fire hydrant so often now that they know us by 
name. 

And even though we have purchased a motorized gate with a timer and a security key code 
entry, installed video survailence cameras everywhere, put up official LAMC no trespassing 
signs, and doubled our outdoor lighting, it's not enough. The crazy meth heads living on our 
sidewalk still continue to trespass on our property, even so far as coming up the stairs into our 
offices and screaming at us. We are losing businesses because people are afraid to be here. 

WHAT CAN BE DONE?? 

We have been asking for no parking signs, specifically, "no parking from 2-6am signs" for over a 
year now! That's it, parking signs!!!! 

LAPD has written two letters to this effect on our behalf. The last one was hand delivered to 
Mathew by Senior Lead Officer Perez months ago. The HOPE unit in an act of ultimate futility 
comes to disperse this mess every few weeks, and essentially act as room service, only to watch 
it all come back within hours because there are no signs enabling them to enforce the already 
existing city code LAMC 85.02 that prevents vehicle dwelling on our street. 

When we ask Mathew if anyone over at the city other than Police and Fire are actually doing 
their jobs, we get canned answers meant to appease and deflect. 

Matthew, just now, said they: "have to do another study".

Hey Lt, 

I received some troubling information from a Acting SLO, and a Patrol Officer about Carlos / Tamarind, & 
Schrader Zone. They were told that the preschool located on 1781 La Baig has been having problems with the 
homeless. Parents are afraid to walk their children to and from school due to copious amounts of urine, 
feces, drug paraphernalia, and person's lying on the sidewalk throughout the day. I was informed by the 
Acting SLO that the school has now lost funding due to decreased enrollment caused by the 
homeless. The homeless are congregating near the Kindergarten Facility and have grown exponentially. Trash 
and debris are now in the street and the citizens are begging for help. 

In addition we have Selma Ave between Cherokee Av & Schrader Bl (Schrader Zone). There is currently 3 
schools in a one block radius from the Bridge Home. The Acting SLO informed me that some of the parents 
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from the Elementary schools no longer utilize the sidewalks as much, due to being afraid of the 
homeless. There are a few encampments just east and west of Selma Elementary. There are several 
homeless individuals who occupy Selma Park on a daily basis from sunset to sunrise. Parents and Children no 
longer utilize the park due to bulky items and hazards such as; urine, feces, and drug paraphernalia currently 
on the playground.

Hi Commander and Brian, 

Please see the below E Mail string. LA Sanitation and our HOPE Teams have had difficulties with OPG and 
other City contracted tow companies when it comes to "pumping the septic tank". If the RV is not leaking and 
appears to be in good condition it can be towed. Yesterday Ross Baker Town refused to impound an RV that 
was not leaking (verified by LA Sanitation at scene). This vehicle was marked by DOT for the 72 hour warning 
and had expired registration. After 3 hours of going back and forth with the Tow company, the owner was 
allowed to utilize AAA and had the vehicle towed. 

HOPE Officers were at scene and did not want to get into a dispute with the tow company. Brian, do you 
know if the City has had discussions with the Tow company regarding this practice? HOPE teams have 
expressed challenges with this and when they reserve space for the tow, the companies are refusing to take 
unless the sewage is removed. It would be great if we could follow up and reiterate with the contracted Tow 
Companies or is this something we need to discuss with our Commission Investigative Division?

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Hello Everyone, 


There has been questions lately regarding RV request for tank pump outs. Here the information/policy on this 
topic. 

Please be advised we have worked out a policy with the Police Commission and the Tow companies early last 
year (2017). A correspondence was sent out to all LAPD Commanding Officers from the Police Commission 
(see attached). We are to follow the policy/procedure. Below is the excerpt from the policy that pertains to 
health hazards/haz-mat. 

Note: regarding RV sewage tanks, if it is not leaking it does not require a response LASAN-WPD. If it leaks 
when it is moved by tow we can re-evaluate. 

Note: any leaking RV's (sewage, petroleum products, chemicals) will initiate an immediate response (same 
day) from LASAN-WPD. 

Note: regarding RV fires, LASAN-WPD can perform a health hazard assessment (service response times 
depends on resources). 


When an Officer responds to a situation which requires a heavy or medium duty tow which 
contains health hazards such as leaking sewage or significant vermin, lice, fleas, roaches, or 
uncontaincd hazardous waste, officers shall immediately contact Communications Division. 
The Communications operator will contact Sanitation at (800) 974-9794, and a Sanitation 
supervisor will respond prior to requesting an OPG to the location. 

In these circumstances, the Department of Sanitation is responsible for mitigating these hazards 
prior to the request lor service from an OPG.

Hello, hope this finds you well (sorry for the long email). On November 21, 2017, the Board of Supervisors 
approved a motion instructing the CEO, LAHSA, and other stakeholders to develop a plan with the Alameda 
Corridor Transit Authority (ACTA) to develop a plan to address homeless encampments along the Corridor; 
attached is the Board report developed by our Office based on planning efforts with the aforementioned 
entities. This email serves to provide you with information on work done to date to address the encampments 
and to share some recent developments: 

For the past 13 months Measure H funded outreach teams have conducted outreach at the various 
encampments along the Corridor, the most impacted and populated location is the Nadeau St. 
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encampment. In addition to the engagement by the outreach teams the LASD Homeless Outreach Services 
Team (HOST) has also engaged our homeless neighbors living at said encampments, the HOST has mostly 
focused on Nadeau. 

The teams have had a lot of success over the 13 months connecting folks to services, benefits, shelter, 
housing, family reunification, etc. Four of the 5 encampments (see map attached to Board report) no longer 
exist, however the Nadeau location continues to be inhabited. Most of the original dwellers at Nadeau are no 
longer living at the location, but a new group of inhabitants are now at the location. In November, I presented 
to the ACTA Board informing them of what’s been accomplished to date and I submitted a recommendation 
to allow for more intensive engagement for another 6 to 8 weeks at the Nadeau site, which the Board agreed 
to. 

It is not the practice of Measure H funded teams to “shuffle” our homeless neighbors from one location to 
another, but instead to work with them where they are. That said, because of the dangerous circumstances at 
Nadeau given the proximity to the railroad tracks it was recently decided that the Nadeau site must be 
closed. A clean up at the Nadeau site is scheduled for January 7 th and at that time the ACTA will begin 
erecting a fence that cannot be breached to permanently close the site. I received a report yesterday infonning 
me that there are 20 people at the Nadeau site remaining and the hope is that those individuals will accept 
services/shelter prior to January 7 th . The plan is for intensive outreach and engagement to continue through 
January 7 th and outreach teams as well as HOST to be on site on January 7 th . 

This week, on Monday, I was informed by the ACTA that the Nadeau site is City of LA property and that the 
ACTA must follow City Ordinance 56.11 in addressing the encampment (see attached email thread which 
begins with a December 4 th email from the City Attorney to the ACTA). We, myself, Lt. Deedrick, and 
Measure H outreach supervisors, were informed that the plan under 56.11 would call for tearing down all 
structures and leaving them on the site for 90 days, i.e., store them on site in the open, which we feel is 
somewhat inhuman and could lead to a lawsuit. 

Lt. Deedrick, HOST lead, and I infonned the ACTA that if this is the plan Measure H funded outreach teams 
and the HOST cannot be on site on January 7 th . As of Monday, Lt. Deedrick and I have had two 
conversations with ACTA staff and the ACTA staff subsequently informed their executive director of our 
need to pull back if the plan is store items on site, in the open. ACTA has since agreed to change the plan 
back to the original agreement, i.e., bring in storage units to store all personal items for up to 90 days that 
cannot be moved on January 7 th . In addition, Lt. Deedrick and his team have been talking to the homeless 
persons on site at Nadeau this week to identify personal items versus trash and they’ve taken record of said 
conversations. This record will allow the cleaning crew to easily separate trash from personal items on 
January 7 th . 

Again, I apologize for the long email but Phil and I felt it was important to share all this information with you 
in the event you were not aware of what’s been happening at Nadeau and what will take place over the next 
couple of weeks. Let me know if you have any questions or if you’d like to discuss this matter.

I have been directed to you by Chief Zabilski. 

Briefly, we have a group of homeless people that are living inside a storm drain that is partially on city 
property with the remainder on Cal Trans/State property. The storm drain runs underground for roughly 300 
feet. The fenced perimeter is in need of repair to secure the area from unlawful entry. The location is Olive St 
and Manchester Ave 

We have responded to this location over the past year approximately twenty times for rubbish fires. Most 
recently, it has been noted that they are taking power illegally from a power pole at that location into the 
storm drain. 


Major concerns: First; In the event of rain they will be in a location that could bring significant injury or death 
to people inside the storm drain. Second Due to the nature/location of the site rodent infestation is obvious; 
potentially leading to the spread of disease among the homeless as well as LAFD members. Third If they 
become ill or injured, due to the confined location we would have to upgrade to a confined space rescue, 
which by nature is a slow process due to procedural necessities that need to be in place as mandated by Cal 
OSHA before entry can be made to effect a rescue. 


Due to the dynamics of the location we can be on scene from 30 minutes to as long as 2 hours to extinguish 
these fires. We have attempted to resolve the matter through The City of Los Angeles Public Works, who has 
mitigated the city part of the issue. However, our Cal Trans partners need to secure their property as it once 
was or there will be no end to this matter.

I have been directed to you by Chief Zabilski. 

Briefly, we have a group of homeless people that are living inside a stonn drain that is partially on city property 
with the remainder on Cal Trans/State property. The storm drain runs underground for roughly 300 feet. The 
fenced perimeter is in need of repair to secure the area from unlawful entry. The location is Olive St and 
Manchester Ave 

We have responded to this location over the past year approximately twenty times for rubbish fires. Most 
recently, it has been noted that they are taking power illegally from a power pole at that location into the storm 
drain. 

Major concerns: First; In the event of rain they will be in a location that could bring significant injury or death 
to people inside the stonn drain. Second Due to the nature/location of the site rodent infestation is obvious; 
potentially leading to the spread of disease among the homeless as well as LAFD members. Third If they 
become ill or injured, due to the confined location we would have to upgrade to a confined space rescue, which 
by nature is a slow process due to procedural necessities that need to be in place as mandated by Cal OSHA 
before entry can be made to effect a rescue. 

Due to the dynamics of the location we can be on scene from 30 minutes to as long as 2 hours to extinguish 
these fires. We have attempted to resolve the matter through The City of Los Angeles Public Works, who has 
mitigated the city part of the issue. However, our Cal Trans partners need to secure their property as it once 
was or there will be no end to this matter.

Today Officers Ramirez and Chellew from the UHRC along with LAFD, Watershed, Clean Harbors and Park 
Rangers went out to assess the location. The officers utilized the Homeless encampment app to identify 
locations along the basin of where propane tanks and flammables were identified by LAFD after this weeks fire 
there. 35 pounds of aerosols, 55 pounds of paint, 110 pounds of propane was removed by Watershed today 
and this was just in a small portion of the identified area. The Homeless Clients were very cooperative and 
willingly emptied shopping carts full of cans, liquids and identified flammables, there was feces, needles, 
spoiled food and theft of electricity from multiple exposed extension cords tied to street light poles. 

Maybe we can just start with a meeting of executives from with DWP,LAFD,LAPD,US Army Corps, Council 
District and LAHSA . The UHRC can present an overview of the location with recent photos and efforts at the 
site. The goal of this meeting will be to discuss strategies to remove all of the hazardous materials along the 
entire basin and identify permanent solutions to prevent fires in and around this location in the future; LAFD 
had responded four times within the past four days to put out fires in this area.

Freeway). Recreation and Parks has advised that the majority of this land belongs to the US Army Corps 
which the City has an MOA with. 

Lt. Wong of LA Sanitation is extremely knowledgeable about this location. The UHRC went to this location on 
September 24, 2018 along with Sanitation, LAHSA and the OVB HOPE team. There are difficult terrain 
challenges, and some areas can not be reached by vehicle.

I'm sorry but the authorization process alone takes at absolute minimum two weeks, usually the 
fastest I can make it happen is 3 weeks, and 4/5 weeks is more standard. 
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The process for a posted clean up is the request goes in, LASAN responds to do a site evaluation 
and pings LAHSA, LAHSA needs to attempt to demonstrate rendering of services by visiting the site 
3 documented times, they convey back authorization, the interdepartmental team needs to schedule 
this into their operations (usually the team is only in our council district two or three days a month), 
and then there needs to be a posting around the area 3 days in advance. 

I know some neighbors might post that work will be done in an area at a given time and that has been 
useful at encouraging people to move at that time but a posted sanitation clean up is sort of a heavy 
lift that requires weeks notice and is according to the interdepartmental clean up crew's schedule 
(which doesn't usually include weekends).

Watershed's non-written definition of a fully deconstructed tent is, ALL personal property must 
be taken out of the tents & pushed to the side, and the tents must be folded as close to 'factory 
condition' (ie folded up very small and tightly) as possible. This rule is to ensure that all bulky 
items, contaminated personal property and health hazards are properly removed and disposed of 
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per LAMC 56.11. This means that just 'taking the poles out' of the tents and keeping all the 
personal property inside is NOT fully LAMC 56.11 compliant. 

I did not enforce this rule last week since we're still on a 'soft roll out' of enforcement. But once 
enforcement is allowed to increase, and if I'm assigned to El Pueblo for HOPE, I will want to 
enforce the 'fully deconstructed’ rule.

Hello HOPE Leadership Team, 

I have spoken to most you about this subject but I wanted to make sure you are all in the loop. Over the past 
few weeks there have been multiple cancellations due to minimum staffing from the Watershed Teams. LA 
Sanitation has advised that they had someone retire, some folks out sick the Extended Typhus Zone Clean Ups, 
the daily El Pueblo Enhanced Clean Up Zone and that they are simply short handed and can not staff all the 
Bureaus, So far here is the break down of cancellations for each of your teams since October 1, 2018: 

OSB HOPE-5 Times 
OWB HOPE-4 Times 
OVB HOPE-5 Times 

OCB HOPE-1 Time (Due to the El Pueblo Bridge Home; less cancellations) 

Starting on October 9, 2018 we began to have two Bureaus a day get cancelled. The UHRC is keeping track of 
the cancellations and trying to keep it equal and fair for each of your teams. If you have exigent 
circumstances, special media requests please let us know and we will coordinate with LA Sanitation to try and 
keep you scheduled. It is my understanding that Sanitation is in the process of interviewing and hiring new 
members and by January they will have a total of 21 teams, right now they have 9 teams currently trained and 
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three teams in training. As each Bridge Home site opens, those locations will become your focus and your 
teams may only be doing Rapid Response once a week. 


The next Bridge Home sites are in Hollywood (January) and Rampart Division (December; I just learned of this 
Rampart location today). As I get more information, I will do my best to communicate with you all and keep 
you in the loop. The HOPE Teams posture for the Bridge Home sites have been communication, education, 
warnings and protection for the Sanitation crews. I know it is frustrating and I appreciate your 
patience. PLEASE let me know if I can do anything else to help you and your Teams.
